From that I would respectfully point out to him the 
Uy- Law No. 40 of tho'Coiiiitiea Council, (wlilcli'is 
the only Municipality that has the power to appoiot 
him to the office of local anperintcodenl of schools) 
nnd call his attenlinn tdEeciiou 10, which reads e* 
follows : — " And fco it eoactcd, that' it diollbe tht 
duty of the J/ital Suptrintindtntt appointed under 
this Jiy-Law, to visit every School Section under their 
respective charge*, and ezamine the children in eaeh 
School at least four timet in ttery year — once in each 
quQTtef— and to deliver at least onn lecturo in" etch 
school fiection.withio the year;" "Provided alwayi 
tho Township Council of any Township may, in their 
discretion, by a riiolution, direct that tho ftuperin- 
tendeutof tchoola for aaid Township- shall not be 
required lo pay more than two visiLi in any one" or 
more sections." : . 

'Mr. Armstrong cannot deny that he ought to'bave 
visited each school once in three f.iontht ,* and no 4 
only visit them, but examine 'the children. Ht'has 
not done «o. Theinhabitants c*f a particular fehoul 
sectioD feel iiidigriant at such couduct on the partbf 
a paid servant of the pcoplo ; and at their Annual 
School Heeling, with the Deputy* Jleeve (David 
Bridgford, Esq.) in the Chair, unanimously passed 
a resolution, ccimuriug the aiir^rintendent for 1 not 
performlog his duty as pointed out in sec |f>, By.. 
Law 40 of the Counties Council, 'passed on tho 27lh 
February, 185J,o,uoted above. Will he dare to say
